At a night sitting on Friday, Pre- 
mier F.C. Manning brought in the 
largest budget in Alberta’s history. 
It anticipates receipts of $64,232,000 
during the coming fiscal year and 
expenditures in excess of that by 
$2,427,000. 

After April 1, 1949, the province 
Will carry all the costs of Alberta 
Blind pensions which were carried 
before by the municipalities. They 
have previously paid 10°, of the 
pension to which the Domion Gov- 
ernment contributed. Pensions to 
these same people will be increased 
to $10.00 giving Alberta the highest 
pension in Canada. The province 
now will pay $10 in excess of the 
maximum Dominion pension.
